MRETING OF TOWN COUNCIL.

‘The Celebration Acceants put Throvsh 
~The Towa Pays 6700, 
me 

Ali the members of Council were pres- 
ont at last night's meeting. 

The faportant business of the evening 
was the ordering of the payment of the 
amount required to meet the expenses of 
the railway~ celebration, | Fix-Mayor 
Marth, chairman of the celebration Fi- 
tance Committee, reported that the cost 
of ic affair amounted to $1,001, again t 
which he held the check of Mr, Mara, of 
the U& K Raiway company, for $205; 
Mr. Mann had aleo paid ¢45 for labor in 
the erection of the building, platform, 
ete., making the company's contribu 
$250, as agreed upon. There remained 
a balance of $796 to be provided by the 
city, Some disoussion occurred over de- 
tails. Some members thought that as 
the fire brigade band were to receive the 
receipts from the concert in the opera 
house, they should pay the expenses. 
The receipts amounted to about $50, and 
the expenses to about $41, but it was 
decided to let the tail go with the hide 
and the town pay these expenses as it 
was paying forall the others. The coat 
of decorations, etc., was some $80 or $90, 
but Coun. Orr reported that he had on 
hand somo $40 or $50 worth of flags, in, 
cluding three large ones, and it was 
ordered that the flags be deposited with 
tho police in the Town tisti, to be used 
when needed in future public demonstra- 
tions, ‘The cost of “the ox,” ali expen- 
ses included, was $110.90 The amount of 
the wine bill was not stated, A resolu- 
tion was passed that the report of Mr 
D. W. Marsh, chairman of the Finance 
Committee in connexion with the cele- 
bration be adopted and Mr, Marsh in 
structed to pny all accounts; and that an 
order be drawn in his favor on the Town 
lreasurer for $796 77. All agreed that 
the citizens bad had a grand holiday and 
that there should be no “ kicking" over 
che accounts, 

CALGARY ILLUSTRATED. 

Another watter that was ventilated 
was the town’s ccntribution of $200 
for 2,000 copies of the Dominion Illus- 
trated, It was pointed out that the 
Town Council had its own committee of 
supervision and that the bill of $200 
should be paid. ‘ibe Mayor thought Mr. 
Brownlee should come before the Coun- 
cil and explain. Mr, Orr suggested 
that the Dominion Il'ustrated might 
make amends for certain defects by pub 
luxhing in future numbers certain engrav- 
ings which should have appeared ip the 
Calgary special number. The matter 
dropped without any conclusion being 
reached, but the mind of the Council 
seemed to be that the account suould bc 
paid. 


Permission was given tu the Hudson 
Bay Co., to fill in the publio water tenk 
und well at their corner, ae they claim 
that these, if they remnin open, will be 
a source of danger to the foundation of 
their new building. 

THR CEMETERY siTR 
was again discussed. Mr. A. Carney 
offered 50 acres on the west side of the 
McLeod trail at $75 an acre, Mr, D. 
W. Marsh, being present, offered 50 
acray in a good local y—‘o remain 
open until 5 p. m. today. Mr. John 
Ingram off-red a zite near the Kdmon- 
ton trail, Nose Creek road passing 
through it. Mr. Reilly called attention 
to Mr. Scollen’s lands and Mr, Ore said 
he had the disposal of certain eligible 
sites, The members of the Council 
wil) epend from 3 to6 p. m. today ex- 
amining all the sites offered, 

SIDEWALKS AND STREETS, 

Petitions went in asking for a walk 
along the west side of Osier street, south 
of the track to the town limits, and east 
to the Agricultural Society’s grounds, 
aleo op the south ede of Angus Avenue 
between Osler and Mel'ayish Sts, Re- 
ferred to public works committee. 
Coun, Douglas, chairman of the com- 
mittee, reported that the contract for 
new sidewalks had been awarded to Mr. 
John Creighton at IGets per foot for 3 
{t, walks, The improvement of Stephen 
Avenue at the P. O. vas discussed, Mr, 
Douglas submitted tenders, based on 
twe plans, one involving an expendi- 
ture of $185, the other $520, The 
Mayor and Coun, Reilly urged that the 
improvement vo on atthe smaller figure, 
bat a resolution authorizing the public 
works committee to wake the necessary 
expenditure was voted duwn; yeas, the 
Mayor and Councillors Keilly and Orr ;

The Blackfeet bad their regular pow- 
wow,—-with dancing, dramming, howling 
and feasting, but they mude no braves 
this year. Rev, Mr, Tims wag active in 
moving against this practice and Agent 
Begg forbid the torturing. The Indians 
had made all their preparations for the 
event but abandoned their .qtentions 
when the agent requested them to desst, 
We have probably seen the last of this 
feature of the sun dance on the reserves ip 
this quarter, and the rest of the proceed> 
ings will probably soon disappear.

That jis on the island ol 
Vaneouver, occupied by British 
forces, a place where the Britisa 
Government has expended millions 
in building dry docks, navy yards, 
and made some surveys for fortifica- 
tions. They baye there at this time 
a fleet of ships under command of a 
British Admiral. [think at is fair 
to say what every intelligent) man 
must know, that during that ten 
days the British fleet could destroy 
every town and cilyon Paget Sound, 
destroy our railroad system and 
occupy our outlets for the tortl- 
western country.

Concerning Gophers, 

Mr. A. Caraey, in conversation with a 
representative of Tite Herano a fow 
days avo in regerd to the destruction 
caused by gophers ta the North West, 
slated that bis experience with paris 
green and gopher traps this year has 
been very «itisfactory, With twenty 
traps, himeelfand bors killed from 500 
to 600 of these pests last spring. Some 
times 50 and 60 would be caught in a 
day. H+ thought the act of the Tern 
torial government in supplying paris 
green free cof cost, an excellent one, 
ifthe inereaved wamber of gophers bad 
wotin their work on his farm this year 
in the same proportion as last year he 
would have had no crop at all in 1890, 
but, fortanately, the slanvhter of so mtny 
inthe «pring bud proved of great ad 
vantage to him, 

There can be no doubt whatever of the 
great benefit to be obtained from the 
use of gopher traps. Paris green mixed 
with wheat, placed near gopher holes, is 
readily devoured by the yopbers in 
spring and early summer, 
grass an? grain become green and sucen- 
lent, the gophers take no stock 
wheat, preferring green food. Then 
traps come inte play, for the traps ure 
always in order, Sooner or later, 
authorities will find it necessary to pay a 
bonus for gopher heads, and then trap- 
pers and swall boys will turn out en 
masse aud-eugaye in the wholesale des- 
truction of the pes's,

We have hers a 
cempact town, well equipped for muni- 
cipal purposes, with abundance of Isad 
within the municipal limits for a popula. 
tion af 20000 at least, and it is simply 
ivapossible that the Cunadisn Pacific 
could enter into any bargain, merely tor 
land jobbing purposes, to give Calgary 
set back and boom & new town on 
the very edge of Calgary, which 
can bring them ne additional trafic and 
would be an exhibition of most abomin- 
ably bad fuith. There is euch a thing as 
vested rights; and no company such as 
the C. P, RK. will venture, merely for 
mereevary purposes, to destroy rights 
which have cost the peopie of our young 
town years of iabor and sacrifice, aud to 
reduce the value of property purchused 
from the ©. P_ RB. itsel’ on the strength 
of Calgary being the town and the only 
town of this locality. 

While we desire to see the whole 
country prosper, and while we are pre 

pared to support all outside improve- 
ments in the Territories which promise 
the development of the country, we are 
not prepared to maintain silence in the 
presence of a movement intended to 
benefit ufew enterprising land owners 
at the expense of the trade, the property 
and the material interests generally of 
the people of Calgury, and 4 movement 
well caleulated to deter the further in- 
yestwent of outside capital im Calgary.

HON. WILFRID LAURIER’S HISTORY 
AND ACHIEVEMENTS: 


Born tor Public Life-.A Record Unsullled 
An Orator who Appeni to the Heart- 
The Idol of his Followers. 


Tho leader of Her Majesty's loyal opposi 
ton in the Foderal parliament may without 
& misgiving commit tho toek of penning the

In 
this they were succere!ul, and for the lack ot 
98 more votes Mr. Mackenzie's government 
and the Houso seemed likely to be deprived 
of his services, But the young Liber- 
al Tribuno was not to bo allowed 
to go down in the night inthis way, Halt 
e vents were offered bim and he chose 
that for Quebeceast, which the Hon. J. Tht 
baudeau vacated, Here agaia the opposl- 
tion was very determined, but Mr. Laurier 
wasnevertheless ¢] cted by a handsuime mo: 
of over 300, In the year of bis accep 
of office he delivered a specch, after 
wards published in pamphict fcrm entitled 
“Political Liberalism."’ It wasano!le de 
fense of modea French Canadian liboralism, 
Ty it be endeavoured to show that their op- 
ts sought to discredit them by inform 
s the people that thoy were the liveal de 
seendants of the red republicans of France 
and holding the same revolutionary and 
irreligion's teuots, and liable toent inthe 
gamesaturnalia of blood, In the course of 
this address Mr, Laurier used tho following 
words which will bo found applicable to the 
political situation of to-day, 

“J certainly respect too much the opinion 
ot my opponents to do them au injury, but I 
reproach them with kvowing neituer their 
country nor their times, | accuse them of 
estimating the political situation not by 
what has occurred here, but by what has oc- 
eurred iu France. I accuse them of endeay- 
ouring vo introduce here ideas which would 
be imporsible in our state of society, I ac 


ng is among the first settlers In New 
Frans, @ that asthe covemon phrase has it 


@use them of laboriously endeavouring and 


unfortunately too effectualiy, to make re 
gion the simple basis of a politica! part: 
It is the custom of our ad A ors io tom 
us liberals of irreligion. Lam not hore to par- 
ade my religious priviciples, but I proclaim 
that I have too much respect for tho faith-iu 
which I was born ever to wake it appear as 
the basis of a politics} organisaiion. We are 
ahappy aud a froo po ple; we owe this freo- 
dow to the literal ipsiivtions which govera 
usapd which wo owe to our forefothers and 
the wisdom. of the mother country."

natural woods, principally bireb, The tow- 
er is b iit of stone and the addition of brick, 
presenting a handsoine appearance from the 
river. wellasaioag Sandwich street. Oc: 
cupying, aa it does, a pcsition in the bend of 
that theroeughfare, it can be seen the entire 
length of the street.

NEW MANUFACTURING COMPANY. 


In another column will be found 
the prespectus of the Calgary wool- 
len Manufacturing Company, Limit- 
ed, with Mr. Fitzgerald es Secretary, 
Messrs, Lafferty & Nolan, Solicitors, 
the company’s bankers boing Tho 
Imperial Bank. The capital stock is 
placed at %25,000, divided among 
2,500 shares at $10 each, one half 
the capital stock to be called up on 
the fermal organization of the 
company and the __ balance 
as it may be required, after to 
months notice. It is proposed 
that the company shall take over 
the Midnapore Woollen Mill of &.W. 
Shaw, & Co, paying them $11,000 
for the property, $5,000 of this be- 
ing stock of the new company,-- 
Shaw & Co, taking $10,000 stock 
in the company, one-half being paid 
up, The basis of purchase and de- 
details of the property are fully | 
stated in the prospectus, to which 
we refer our readers. We are not 
in a position to verity the figures 
presented in the prospectus, but 
we presume that those in which in- 
vestors will take the most iaterest are 
based mainly on active operations, the 
mill having been running since last 
fall, We shall have something more 
to say on the subject atan early day. 


NO MITIVATING CIRCUMSTANCES, 

According to a verbatim report of 
Judge Rouleau's, remarks to the 
prisoner Daniel Morrison, as report- 
ed in our contemporary, the Judge 
said : “There were, no doubt, very 
“nany mitigating cirournstances in 
« connection with your conduct that 
“night.” This will certainly be 
news to th» community. The gen- | 
eral belief, founded on the state- 
ments of eye-witnesses whose evitl- 
ence has been given to the public, 
is that there was nota single re- 
deeming feature or a “ mitigating | 
circumstance” in the case. The | 
man was drunk, but that is certainly | 
not a “mitigating circumstance.” 
There was a good deal of delibera- 
tion and persistence in his search for 
a revolver that day. Being refused 
at one place he went to another, and 
he was not teo drunk to follow up 
the search until he found a party to 
lend him a revolver. Having ob- 
tained the weapon he made very 
free with it, firing a ehot in the bur- 
room anda shot on the street, Where 
are the “very many mitigating cir- 
cumstances?” The public have cer- 
tainly failed to eee them and, as a 
matter of fact, they did not exist. 
‘As for drunkeuness being “a miti- 
gating circumstance,” the law does 
not recognize any such principle. 
Men have been hanged for crimes 
committed when they were drunk 
just as freely as for crimes commit- 
ted in cold blood, 


A PITEOUS APPEAL. 


The text of the recent letter 
from the Canadians who are 
starving in South Dakota, to the 
Toronto beard of trade, who 
sent them $200 last year, is as 
follows :— 

“Onr crops are all gone at 
this time; even potatoes and 
corn are cut with the hot winds 
till they look as if the frost had 
been through them. What we 
want to know isthis: Can the 
people of your parts aid us to 
get over to the British posses- 
sions? Weare all alike here, 
with nothing to help ourselves

A SEVENE SENTENCE. 


The Judge on Wednesday sen- 
tenced the boys Campbell and: Me- 
Donald to five years in the peniten- 
tiary for burglary and two years for 
horse stealing. The sentences run 
concurrently, so that with good 
conduct in the penal institution the 
fellows may get off with five years 
only. The ‘lads are 16 and 19 
years of age, They defended them- 
selves against the charge of horse 
stealing and admitted the charge of 
burglary. They are lads who have 
had no parental training and ap- 
parently have no relatives in this 
country. They certainly have no 
acquaintance with home life or 
moral training. They are merely 
pair of silly boys who should 
have had a good thrashing for their 
erratic exploits instead of being 
sent to herd with the worst crim- 
inals in Canada for five years. 
While horsé stealing and burglary 
are crimes which must be punished 
with severity, yet there should be a 
reasonable certainty that severe 
judicial sentences will have the 
effect desired, namely, act as a pre- 
ventive of érime. There does not ap- 
pear to baany good reason for believ- 
ing that severe punishment of two 
idle, ignorant, silly boys on a fool- 
ish expédition will do much to 
intimidate the criminals who make 
a practice. of stealing horses, The 
punishment in this case should be 
confinement iu a refurmatory, and it 
is about time the Territorial Govera- 
vadnt negotiated. with the Govern- 
ment of Manitova for the admission 
of criminals into the Brandon insti- 
tution, if we area not soon to have a 
reformatory established in the Ter- 
ritories, We recognize while we 
deplore the fact that the Judge has 
no option in the selection of the in- 
stitution in which to incarcerate 
hese young offenders. 

Another Through Vontinental Line 

Chicago, July 18.—The Tribune says 
the Northern Pacific and Baltimore and 
Ohio Rai}road Companies are to join 
henda at Chicago and form a continuous 
line from ocean to ocean, ‘The purchase 
of 280 acres of land in Chicago marks 
the junction point, There will bs erect 
ed there the ear shops of the Northern 
Pacific railroad, and through the proper- 
ty wil run anew suburban railroad, 
The purchase waa mate yesterday, the 
consideration being $570,000. The 
trafic alliance between the Baltimore 
and Ohio and the Northern Pacific con 
termplites a trane-continental line, and 
freight will be run through without bring. 
ing the cars into the city, The pur- 
chase of real estate made yesterday will 
be used for the car shops for the North. 
ern Pacific, ‘The company will expend 
$250,000 in erecting the shops, which 
will employ filteen Hundred men and Le 
designed to turn out every class of 
freight and parsenger cars. 

A Company ‘Worth Werking for, 

Messrs, Pettit and E's havo been ap-

Detroit, Joly 25,—Whe directors of the 
Museum of Art ‘huye been seriously con- 
sidering the adyisability of communi- 
cating by circular with similar institutions 
at home and abroad in order to give their 
aide ofthe aileged clothing of the nude 
statues in the institution. During the 
laxt two weeks they have been deluged 
with communications, many of them 
from mimeters of the gospel, some of 
theta ridiculing their supposed impro- 
priety, and others protesting against the 
outrage to which they supposed the 
statues huve been submitted. Ihe truth 
of the matter is that when the “siatues 
arrived from Europe a fig leaf was fast- 
ened ‘u the foot of each.
